Question of Open Spaces. :

Tho report is ns follows :—We hava dis- 
cussed the matter referrod tous, and have 
come to the conclusion that the conditions 
of propertics aie so varied that no, useful 
rules can be laid down as to which 
should be trented as spocial vases under 
section 176 of Ordinnncs I of 1903; . We 
consider that the only safe course is to 
obtain a report on encth case from tho 
Medical Officer of Health,-which would ho 
submitted to the Board in tho usual 
manner. In casos, however, whore the 
Modical Officor of Hoalth reports that total 
exemption might, in hid ‘opinion, bo grant- 
ed, if powor to grant such total exemption 
existed, we recommend that no stops be 
taken towards,enforcing tho provisions of 
section 175 until the Government have 
decidod what action is’ to he taken on the 
report of the Public Health and Buildings 
Ordinance Commission, which has now 
been submitted.
